MENACE TD ONION GROWING 


Small Insect Causes Big Loss to Crop 
Annually—It Also Preya on 
Other Garden Crops. 


(Prepared by th* United States Depart­ 
ment of A griculture.) 
The onion thrips Is an Insect so 
small th at It is alm ost Invisible to the 
unaided eye, but it la prolific, and the 
most serious menace to the onion- 
growing Industry of this country. 
It 
causes an annual loss to tills crop 
alone estim ated to be at least $2,250,- 
OOO. Though the Insect has « ^an icu ­ 
lar liking for onions, It preys upon 
other garden and truck cro p s, such as 
cabbage, cauliflower, cucum bers and 
melons, and also has a ravenous ap­ 
petite for greenhouse and many orna­ 
m ental plants, particularly roses. 
The first Indication th at an onion 
field has been attacked by thrips la 
shown by the leaves, which become 
Whitened. 
In advanced attacks the 
leaves are curled, crinkled and twist-
